JROYAL COMMISSION — 
Is NOW UNDER WAY 


First Session Held This Mornimg in the Legislative Chamber 
at Government Building With Only a 


Small Audience. 


ALL THE COUNSEL WILL BE HEARD 


Any Counsel Given Right to Conduct Cross-Examinations Within’ Reasonable Limits 
— Objection Taken to Mr. RK. B. Bennett’s Position, But he Was 
Upheld by the Commission. 


‘The Royal Commission which is to 
investigate all the transactions  be- 
tween the government and the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways Railway 
began its sessions in the Legislative 
Chamber at the Government Build- 
ings this morning. In the 
great interest which has been aroused 
by the questions at issue in the inves- 
ligation, only a small crowd was pre- 
sent when the Commission began its 
work. <All the interests concerned 
were represented by counsel.  Be- 
sides Mr. W. LL. Walsh, K.C., of Cal- 
gary, and Mr. 1. M. Johnston of Leth- 
bridge, the Commission, 
there were six counsel present, 
Messrs. R. B. Bennett and Tl. H. Par- 
lee represented, as Mr. Bennett put it, 
the sixteen members of the House 
commonly called the insurgents, Mr. 
P. J. Nolan was there on behalf of the 
Premier, and ur O. M. Biggar on‘be- 
half of Hon. C. W. Cross. Mr. Nor- 
man Rie appeared for Mr. J. 
K. Cornwall, M.P.P., and Mr. WH. A.

counsel for 


Robson for, the A. & GW, Com-, 
pany. 
Mr. Justice Scott, Mr. Justice Har- 


vey and’ Mr, Justice Beck, the mem- 
bers of the Commission, sat on the 
dais generally occupied by the Speak- 
er. Mr. Walsh took the seat ordin- 
arily sacred to the leader of the gov- 
ernment with Mr. Johnston — beside 
him. The others sat in the front row 
of seats on the other side of the cham- 
ber. Premier Rutherford and Hon. 
C. W. Cross sat in the back benches 
on the government. side. 


Commission Was Read. 

It was shortly aften ten o'clock 
when the Commissioners entered, 
those present standing as is customary 
in the law courts. Mr. justice Scott, 
the chairman, first called upon Mr. 
Alan D. Harvie to read the Commis- 
sion under authority of which the in- 
vestigation is to be held. 

“We have already given notice,” said 
the chairman, “through the daily pap- 
ers that we would sit here this morn- 
ing for the taking of evidence. We 
are now ready to give a hearing to 
any person who has any testimony to 
vive. 
having any information should com- 
municate with Mr. Walsh or Mr. John- 
ston, the special counsel in this in- 
vestigation. We do not insist, how- 
ever, and are willing to hear any per- 
son willing to testify.” 

Mr. Justice Scott then asked the 
various counsel whom they represent- 
ed. 

Mr. R. 3B. Bennett was the first to 
answer, saying that he had been asked 
to be present by sixteen members of 
the legislature. 

“T ask permission,” he said, “to ap- 
pear on behalf of sixteen members of 
the House, commonly called insur- 
gents.” 

“Our present view,” said the chair- 
man of the Commission, “is that we 
shall hear any counsel and allow them 
ail to examine any witness they may 
bring forward. We will also allow 
them within reasonable limits to cross- 
examine: any witnesses anyone. else 
may produce. It would make the: in- 
quiry unnecessarily long if we had 
half a dozen counsel,. cach: cross-ex- 
amining in turn.” d 

Mr. Nolan said that he appeared: be- 
fore the Commission in consequence 
of certain statements which had been 
made of. the license which wonid be 
permitted. If the right of cross-cx- 
amination were limited to matters of 
defence his part in the proceedings 
would be small.

Mr. Mackenzie said that he appeared 
for Mr. J. Kk. Cornwall, whose vote 
had been challenged in the House in 
regard to the matters into which the 
Comunission would direct its investi- 
gation. Mr. Cornwall had thought that 
he should be represented. 

Mr. Robson said that he was there 
simply to wateh, the proceedings on 
behalf of the A. & G. W. Railway on 
the chance that some stage might 
arise at which it would be necessary 
to be represented, 

Mr. Biggar said that he appeared

W. R. Clarke Will Be There. 

Mr. Robson then rose to contradict 

i tances made to the effect that 

WLR Clarke, president of the A. 
z CG. W., would not be present before 
the Commission, 

"Tt is entirely unfounded,” declared 
Mr. Robson.-: “he reason he is not 
here now is as follows: Mr. Walsh’ 
wrote us‘a letter asking us to be pre- 
sent. We thought that at this session 
some plan would be defined and that 
it would not sary for wit- 
nesses to come until later. When the 
evidence js being taken he will be 
here, ‘There is no desire on the part 
of the A. & G. W. but to come here 
and assist in the Commission’s inves- 


be neces 


tigation by oral testimony and the 
production of documents.” 
Mr. Walsh's Explanation. 
“Tha sense,” said Mr. Walsh, “Mr. 


Johnston and myself are a part of this 
tribunal, except: that, of course, we 
have no say in the findings of the 
Commission. Our idea is that the 
first duty at our door is to be fair 
and impartial in our conduct of the 
enquiry. We are not here to inquire 
into the acts of any one special per- 
son or to refrain from enquiring into 
the acts of any one special person. 
The scope of the enquiry is large and 
our conception of our duty is this, that 
our plain duty is to bring forward 
every witness who can reasonably be 
held to be of assistance in arriving 
at the facts or in producing docu-, 
ments. 

“Apart from this our position is pe- 
culiac and somewhat difficult. We 
have no client to whom we may go 
for instructions. ‘The duty devolved 
upon us of endeavoring to find out by 
enquiry what evidence was available. 
A public notice invited all who had 
anything, to communicate to give it to 
us. So far the only result of that 
has been that several enterprising 
newspaper men have come to us for 
the purpose of getting instead of giv- 
ing information.” t 

Had to Go After Evidence. 

“Certain names,” continued Mr. 
Walsh, “naturally | suggested ‘thent- 
selves to us as having information, 
They haven't come to us. We have 
gone to them. 

“In another respect our position is 
peculiar. No offence is charged. We 
are not to investigate the truth of 
any charges made. No person or per- 
sons are charged with any thingy It'is 
an inquiry. pure and simple. Our 
position is one of some difficulty. We 
cannot proceed to the taking of oral 
evidence: until there has been a-full 
and complete production of all docu- 
ments in the possession of anybody 
and which have any bearing: on the 
subject of the enquiry.’ 

Mr. Walsh said that these would be 
all. official documents, all the papers 
and documents. of the railway com- 
pany and the documents in the posses- 


sion of any individuals. Ife said that 
there were two methods of procuring 
these documents, by affidavit as in 
legal cases or by the examination’ of 
the parties who should have the docu- 
ments. He asked, therefore, that the 
production of all documents be order- 
ed by the Commission, 
Production by Witnesses. 

The chairman said that the Com- 
mission did not see its way clear to 
order the production of. the docu- 
ments and that the only way open 
would. be to call the witnesses. Mr. 
Johnston asked if the witnesses were 
called for the production of documents 
whether there would be the right of 
recall for examination. |The chairman 
said that there would. : 

Alan D. Harvie, the secretary of 
the Commission, was the first called. 
He produced the files of the’ Attorney- 
General's and the Provincial Treasur- 
er’s Departments. He, he explained, 
had received them from Mr. Justice 
Beck. Mr. Justice Beck explained 
that they had been turned over to him 
by the clerk of the House for. safe- 


keeping. 
Premier Rutherford was then called. 
“In your capacity of Provincial 


Treasurer certain transactions in con- 
nection with the A. & G. W. Railway 
have passed through your office 2” 

“Yes,” 

“TWave you brought with you any 
documents relating to those trans- 
actions?” 

“They were all laid on the table of 
the House.” 

“I suppose you saw the files that 
were brought down?” 

“I did not examine them closely. 
Mr. McLeod took them down.” 

“Mas there ever been any com- 
munication between you and the A. 
& G. W. or any person for it other 
than is contained on this file?” 

“None at all.” 

“You have received during the past 
month three or four letters relating 
to the signing of the bonds?” asked 
Mr. Nolan, Mr. Rutherford’s counsel. 

“Oh, yes.” 

“Are they available at once?” 
tinued Mr, Nolan. 

“Oh, yes,” replicd the Premier, 

“Why did you not bring = them 
down?” asked Mr. Walsh. 

“T took it they did not pertain to 
this investigation. ‘The bonds have 
not been signed and these letters re- 
ferred to the signing of the bonds. 

Mr. Bennett arose to cross-examine 
the Premier. 

Mr. Nolan Ob jects. 

“T would ask for a ruling of the 
Commission,” said Mr. Nolan, “as to 
whether Mr. Bennett is entitled to 
cross-examine this witness. So far 
no person has-been attacked.” 

“Some latitude must. be allowed,” 
said the chairman. ( 

“There is in this file,” said Mr. Ben- 
nett, “what purports to be a copy of 
letter of Mr. W. H. Cushing. The 
original is not there. 

“T just now recollect that fetter. It 
was written on October jth. I used it 
in my address ana it was not laid on 
the table of the House. I shall pro- 
duce it.” 

“Your oath,” continiied Mr. Bennett, 
‘fs that these files contain all docu- 
‘ments: and-papers of any kind’ relat- 
ing to these transactions which are 
in your possession or ever ae been 
in your possession?” 

“Yes.”

THE RESULT OF THE CONTEST 


Hon. W. S. Fielding, the man who 
has represented Canada in the tariff 
negotiations with the United States, 
is a worthy representative of this 
country. Mr. Fielding is not so much 
a brilliant orator as he is a clear think- 
er and hard worker and Canada’s in- 
terests are well placed in his hands. 
The report of tariff arrangements on 
the hnes of a partial reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
will no doubt cause a big howl from 
some eastern manufacturers whose 
idea of this country is that it should be 
fenced off just for their especial bene- 
fits. The west, however, has a differ- 
ent point of view, and will regard with 
favor any settlement that is to im- 
prove the trade relations with the 
neighboring republic, provided, as we 
have every reason to believe it will be 
provided, that no established industry 
will be subjected to too great hard- 
ship. Trusts and combines are becom- 
ing almost as common in Canada as 
they ‘are-in the United States, and the 
present is the time for us to see that 
these combines do not get what they 
consider. a vested interest in a high 
tariff such as the manufacturing in- 
terests in the United States seem to 
believe. ; 


While the Capital congratulates the 
winners in the voting contest, it feels 
that it must not overlook its own 
share of success. It has upon its 
books many hundreds’ of subscribers 
secured through the efforts of the 
candidates, and has reason to feel 
proud of its subscription list. When 
the contest was announced the city 
oughly canvassed and the number 
of copies of the Capital printed daily 
was very satisfactory.

of such a convention too liberal. A 
reciprocal arrangement with Canada 
has been the desire and the effort of 
many statesmen, American and Cana- 
dian, since the year 1866. 

A reciprocity treaty with Canada, 
signed June 5, 1854, went into effect 
on March 16, 1855. It provided that: 

“The articles enumerated cin the 
schedule hereunto annexed, being the 
growth and produce of the aforesaid 
British colonies or of the United 
States, shall. be admitted into cach 
country respectively free of duty.” 

The schedule included the products 
of the field, the farm and the forest, 
mine products and the products of the 
sea, but no manufactured goods. In 
1854 the United States sold to Can- 
ada merchandise valued at $24,157,612, 
and bought from Canada merchandise 
valued at $8,784412. In operation the 
treaty proved to be more adyantag- 
cous to Canada than to the United 
States. In 1861 the inward and out- 
ward accounts were equalized, each 
standing at about $23,000,000. In 1866 
when the treaty expired by reason of 
denouncement by the United States, 
imports from Canada exceeded $48,- 
000,000, while exports to Canada were 
only $23,500,000. 

The reasons for the denouncement 
were somewhat complex. It was held 
that commercially the arrangement 
was altogether, too one-sided. The 
everlasting “hs ‘heries question” was 
tangled up in it, and by it, but “the 
real cause of its repeal,” says the 
Canadian historian Sir John Bourinot, 
“was the prejudice of the northern 
“States against Canada on account of 
its supposed sympathy for the Confed- 
erate States during the secession war. 
A large body of men in the north be- 
lieved that the repeal of the treaty 
would sooner -or later force Canada 
to join the Republic, and a bill was 
actually introduced in the House of 
Representatives providing for. her ad- 
mission.” While this was doubtless a 
factor in the American attitude, it is 
probable that the fisheries issue and 
the obvious onesidedness of the trade 

advantages carried greater weight 
in the matter. Ina year the imports 
from Canada dropped from $48,000,000 
to $24,000,000. Canadian proposals for 
renewal of the treaty in 1866 were re- 
jected by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee with. the statement that the 
United States ‘no longer desires trade 
hetween the twa countries to be car- 
ried on upon the principle of reciproc- 
ity.

The main difficulty appears to 
have been Canada’s desire to limit the 
exchange to natural products, an ar- 
rangement much to the advantage of 
Canada and of limited benefit to the 
United States. © In 1892 Mr. Blaine 
told a. special commission from Can- 
ada that. “the! government of the 
United States is not prepared to renew 
the treaty of 1834 nor to agree upon 
any commercial ‘reciprocity confined 
to natural products alone.” — He stat- 
ed that “in view of the great develop- 
ment of industrial interests of the 
United States and of changed condi- 
tions of the commercial relations of 
the two countries since the treaty of 
1854 was negotiated, it is regarded of 
essential importance that a list of 
manufactured goods be includediin the 
schedules of articles for free or fa- 
vored exchange.” The commissioners 
declared themselves unable for various 
reasons to treat on such a basis. Their 
decision was defensible from a Cana- 
dian point of view,* but unfortunate 
for both countries.

Trowbridge, assistant clerk of 
the executive council, and former sec- 
retary to the Minister of Public 
Works, stated that he wrote all or- 
ders-in-council, kept the files, and did 
everything in connection with the 
writing in the council. 

He produced from his pocket the 
letter referréd to by Mr. McLeod, as 
written from New York to him. “Tt 
was iu lead pencil, and so was never 
put on the nile, so you see it was never 
emasculated.” 

He also produced a few telegrams. 

“Is this everything now?” asked Mr. 
Walsh. 


“Yes, except the orders-in-council.” 
Attorney-General Called. 


Hon. GC. W. Cross was the next wit- 
ness. He produced two files of let- 
ters, correspondence between him and 
Minty and Clark. It was purely per- 
sonal, he said, but he did not mind if 
it was put in as evidence, although 
some gentlemen in the province might 
not like it, if they were made public. 
Mr. Justice Beck ruled that they need 
not be public. They were marked for 
identification and put in as Exhibit X1 
and X2. 

“This is all I have,” said Mr. Cross, 
and he stated in reply to a question 
from Mr. Bennett that all the docu- 
ments that he had ever had in his 
hands regarding the matter were now 
either before the commission or had 
been laid on the table of the House. 

The commission then adojurned for 


lunch. 


HINDUS WERE MOBBED 


White Men Qbjected to Their Being 
Employed in Saw Mills. 


Portland, Ore, March 28.—Three 


hundred Hindus who were recently 


employed by the St. John Lumber 
Company, which has a mill at St. John, 
a suburb of the city, were attacked by 
a mob, numbering about 200 white 
men, last night. ‘Two of the Hindus 
were badly beaten. 

The mob was talked out of further 
violence by the mayor of St. John, who 
promised to use his influence to have 
the foreigners sent away. The Hindus 
came here about a month ago and 
took the places of the white mill hands 
who received about $2.50 a day, the 
Hindus working for $1.80.

The necessity for 
the restoration of the European naval 
station, which was maintained by 
this country, is based on the constant 
friction between Turkey and its de- 
pendencics, Morocco and this govern- 
ment. 

The only ship the -United States 
keeps in the Mediterranean is the 
Scorpion, the dispatch boat for the 
use of the American ambassador at 
Constantinople. . 

The Liberian commission report is 
an exhaustive document, the purpose 
of which was to suggest means for the 
national rchabiliation of Liberia as to 
its finances, frontier guards and = in 
general to protect the little republic 
from domination by Great Britain 
notably, and by France and other na- 
tions, whose colonies press upon the 
Liberian frontier 

The commission says that the Brit- 
ish policy has been a failure, Great 
Britain made some suggestions for 
reform, but these were predicated up- 
on a preponderance of control by 
British officials. . Liberia resented the 
British methods and “bungling,” so 
that the British officials who took 
charge of reorganizing the military 
branch of the government had to be 
dismissed. 

There are reports at the state de- 
partment which show that the pres- 
sure on.the Liberian frontier is based 
on the plan of acquiring certain Li- 
berian goldfields for the oppressors of 
that country. 

The fact is that the real motives 
of the state department have not been 
given to the public. There is nothing 
in the report of the Liberian commis- 
sion as given to the issue which would 
justify the United States. in sending, 
as she has sent, a war vessel to the 
assistance of Liberia. ; 

The better opinion here is that the 
cruiser Birmingham has been sent to 
serve notice on the nations of which 
Liberia complains, that the navy of 
this country, or a.large part of it, is 
available for ‘the protection of its 
protege. 

The commission which reported to- 
day visited Liberia at the suggestion 
of Mr. Root, when secretary of state.

Lieutenant Etherton in an Adven- 
turous Journey Travelled Through 
Unknown Country. 


London, March 29.—An adventur- 
ous journey has ended in London with 
the arrival of Lieutenant J. TM. Eth- 
erton of the Indian army, who has 
traveled a route from India never be- 
fore covered.

JUDGE DROPPED DEAD 


Died Very Suddenly. 


Josiah Brewer, associate justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
drapped dead in the bathroom of his 
hofel a few minutes after 11. o'clock 
last night. Heart disease is believed 
to have been the cause of death, Jus- 
tice Brewer apparently had been in 
the best of health. He was 73 years 
old, and had .been a member of the 
Supreme Court since December, 1880. 

It is within the range of possibili- 
tics that the death of Justice Brewer 
will have .far-reaching effects on im- 
portant cases now pending before the 
Supreme Court. Justice Brewer was 
one of the progressive members. of 
the court and inclined to a liberal 
construction of the laws. 

He sat in both the Tobacco and 
Standard Oil cases, both of which are 
on the eve of being decided. It has 
been the general expectation that 
votes of the court in both the Tobacco 
and Standard Oil cases would be close. 
With Justice Brewer now dead, there 
is a likely possibilty conditions may 
be reversed one way or. the other over | 
the decisions as they would have been. 
endered had Justice Brewer lived.
